Coal Optrttort and Mititrt Take 
Four Days to Find Out Whtro 
They Do NotAgroo. 


BEPOBT OF THE 80ALE OOMMITTEE 


D«v«lopa Ih« Fact That Vnder th« R«Im 
an Agreemant la lmpo»albla>-Neither 
Mina Run Nor Eight ilauni Carrie«— 
Conference nikea Up the Report and 
Flnda Itaeir In the Same Shape aa tlie 
Committee* Unable to Decide. 


Chicago, Jan. 22.—The conference of 
coal operators and miners in session at 
the Great Northern hotel has been busy 
since the last report in these dispatches, 
and yesterday afternoon came to order 
to hear a report from the scale commit­ 
tee. 
There was a large attendance, it 
having been announced that the scale 
committee, upon which the results of 
the convention depend In great meas­ 
ure, and which had been in conference 
since Tuesday morning, would make its 
report. 
Chairman Holcomb called for 
the report, and Chairman Sweet, of the 
scale committee, responded. 
Ho said: 
“Being chairman of this interstate 
committee which has been laboring and 
trying to agree upon a scale or ba^is 
which It would recommend to the con­ 
vention, I will now state that we have 
been discussing four propositions, and 
have not taken a vote on any of. them 
until this afternoon. These propositions 
have been very difflcult, and we have 
worked hard to arrive at some deflnite 
plan. I will now call upon the secretary 
to read the resolutions and the votea 
thereon." 


Two to One for Groaa Weight. 
Secretary W arner, of the scale com­ 
mittee, then read his report as follows: 
“I believe It was the first day of the 
committee meeting th at Dempster pro­ 
posed that the basis of our scale be 56 
cents per ton in Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
This was amended by Morton, of Ohio, 
that there be a 9-cent differential be­ 
tween the Hocking valley and Cam- 
brlde fields in Ohio and Pennsylvania, 
with a relative differential on machine 
w'ork. 
A substitute was oifered that 
our scale be based on the mine run. 
This first propisition was voted upon 
yesterday afternoon and resulted as fol­ 
lows: Illinois operators aye: 
Illinois 
miners, aye; Indiana operators, no; In­ 
diana miners, aye; Ohio operators, no; 
Ohio miners, aye; Pennsylvania opera­ 
tors, no; Pennsylvania miners, aye; 
West Virginia miners, aye. 
Ayes, 24; 
nays, 12. 


Reanlt on the Shorter Day. 


“The next vote was taken upon the 
propoi^tion for an eight-hour work day. 
The Illinois operators refused to vote, 
and the Pennsylvania and Ohio opera­ 
tors voted no, resulting 24 ayes, and 8 
nays. On the proposition for a uniform 
day In the competitive field the Illinois 
operators again refused to vote and the 
Pensylvania operators voted 
aye; 28 
ayes. 4 nays. It was then moved and 
carried that the committee report to 
the convention.”

CUBAN CAPITAL HAS EMIQRATED. 


Bpaniarda Cause a Sort of May 1 Amoan 
the Rebel Chlefb at Cubitao. 


W ashington. Jan. 22.—The Spanish 
minister has received the following ca­ 
blegram from Havana, dated 
yester­ 
day: "General Castellanos has taken 
possession of the village of Esperansa, 
in the Sierra de Cubltas, where the in­ 
surgent government had its headquar­ 
ters. 
During the stubborn resistance 
made by the insurgents their govern­ 
ment ofTlcials escaped. The next day, 
continuing his operators, the same gen­ 
eral defeated a body of 2,500 insurgents 
who were coming to the aid of the gov­ 
ernment, scattering them in all direc­ 
tions and killing flfty-nine.

“CONOOSTO." 


According to Information from Span­ 
ish sources General Castellanos, being 
aware that the Insurgent government 
was established at Esperanza, at the 
extreme west end of the Cubltas ridge, 
proceeded in that direction with 2,200 
Infantry, 400 cavalry and two field can­ 
non. After three days’ trying marches 
he forced a difficult position on the 
fourth day and overcame the obstinate 
resistance of 1,000 Insurgents, pursuing 
them more than six miles and destroy­ 
ing and burning the houses at Esper­ 
anza, including the Insurgent govern­ 
ment buildings. 


On the following day General Castel­ 
lanos engaged the reunited insurgents 
2,500 
strong, 
near 
Esperanza. 
He 
routed them after two hours’ combat. 
The insurgent loss is believed to bo nu­ 
merous, but owing to the density of 
the woods It is diíTlcult to ascertain the 
full extent of the defeat. 
The Insur­ 
gents left fifty-seven dead on the field. 
The« Spanish lost five killed and had 
thirty-one wounded, among the latter 
being Lieutenant Colon*'’ Perez Monto.

W eek of ConferenvH Doce Not Seem to llave 
Secured H arm ony. 


The convention accepted the report 
and voted unanimously to consider it 
seriatm. 
The motion to adopt the 
proposition for a scale based upon the 
mine run w’as declared lost, under the 
rule, 
the 
vote resulting 24 ayes, 12 
nays—the Indiana, Ohio, and Pennsyl­ 
vania operators voting in the negative. 
It became plain that nothing could be 
accomplished under the rules of the 
convention, which 
required a unani­ 
mous vote. Patrick Dolan, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, asked a reconsideration of the 
rules. 
Chairman Zerbe, of the rules 
committee, endeavored to explain the 
rules. 


Phil Penna, of Indiana, offered a sub­ 
stitute providing that the convention 
resolve itself into a committee of the 
whole, which was adoiited. 
Then be­ 
gan a prolonged debate over the mine 
run system under the iive-mlnute rule. 
President Ratchford said the mine run 
system puts a premium upon practical 
workmen and recommended th at op­ 
erators employ none other. 
He also 
stated that the miners would certainly 
ask for 10 cents advance. 


In the deljate it was shown that the 
operators of Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Indiana were a unit against the adop­ 
tion of the mine run system. The argu­ 
ment put forth by all the objectors was 
powder and reduce the coal to mere 
Black. 
But the Illinois operators rec­ 
ommended the system fully as strongly 
as did the Illinois miners. A motion for 
the adoption of the mine run system was 
finally voted upon and declared lost 
untler the rules, 24 ayes. 12 nays. 


After a brief recess tho conference 
reassembled at 8 o’clock last evenluK, 
remainlK in committee of the whole. 
Operator 
Robbins, 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
presented the following' resolution and 
moved its adoption; “That 
all coal 
mined in the competitive districts rep- 
rei5ented In this conference shall be paid 
for either as mine run or screened coal, 
as may be determined by the optrators 
from lime to time. That screened coal 
shall be such as has passed over a 
acve^m of seventy-two feet superficial 
area, uniform tint l)ars, with one and 
one-quarter Inches space between the 
bars, and the pilce agreed upon foi 
such screened coal shall be taken as a 
hasls for the mine run price. The dif­ 
ferential between screened coal and 
mine run to be decided by the operators 
in each district.” 


Anothr long argument was produced 
by the Illinois IntereMs. It was claimed 
that the mine run basis had already 
been established in Illinois over a sev- 
en-eighths-inch 
screen. 
Finally 
an 
amendment was offered by Inserting the 
words ’'except in Illinois.” A substitute 
was also offered by W. T. Lewis, of the 
Ohio miners, covering all the points. 
But when these amendments had been 
voted on they were all declared lost. 
The convention adjourned for the day 
with Robbins’ motion still pending.

WHAT IT IS. 


A meetinfif will be held in this city 
Sunday evening for the purpose of or­ 
ganizing an Anti'Saloon league. 


Few people really understand what 
the Anti-Saloon league is and a brief 
explanation at this time may be bene­ 
ficial to all eoncerncd. It is a society 
«llied with no denomination and no ik >- 
litical party and its purpose is to drive 
out the saloon. 


This organi/.ation is not at all similar 
to the law and order leagues that have 
aooomplished dissensions and bitter- 
nesaand converted usually good men 
into »pies and sneaks. It stands on a 
higher plane and only sees to it that 
men in official places do their duty. 
Where officials fail to enforce the law 
the league seeks their removal from 
office. 


The league will foster no political 
party, but it sup()ortsmen on any ticket 
who are of upright minds and clean 
lives and it uses its intluence against 
those who favor corrupt legislation and 
are themselves under the control of the 
liquor power. 


Briefly, 
the 
Anti-Saloon 
league 
itands for the enforcement of all laws 
on the statute books and the election to 
the state and national legislatures of 
men who will make better temperance 
laws. 


The liquor dealer who observes the 
law to the letter will be benefitted by 
the enforcement of the same law upon 
bis neighbor.

Alton DImumm McKenna’s Nomination. 
In executive session the nom ination

He 
brought along the charges filed with 
the com m ittee on Judiciary, which he 
read a t length. This comprised a large 
num ber of letters, some resolution», and 
the protest of law yers and Judges of 
the Pacific const charging th at McKen­ 
n a Is unfitted for the high office of 
suprem e court justice, on the ground of 
M w ant of legal attainm ents. He com­ 
m ented at length upon this latter docu­ 
m ent, and was Interrupted by Perkins 
of California, who read a published de­ 
fense of McKenna, giving statistics to 
■how th at he had not, as Judge of the 
California federal court, been more fre­ 
quently reversed by superior tribunals 
than had other Judges of the sam e 
rank. 


M cKenna was confirmed by an over­ 
whelming vote.

There was a parliam entary struggle 
In the hou9e yesterday over the bill 
for the relief of the book publishing 
com pany of the M ethodist Episcopal 
church south, which was before the 
house last Friday.

Previous to the con­ 
sideration of this bill the house passed

^ e urgent deficiency bill w as sent to 
conference, after the silver forces with 
some outside aid had succeeded in con­ 
curring in the senate am endm ent strik ­ 
ing from the bill the provision requiring 
the depositors of bullion a t governm ent 
assay offices to pay the cost of tra n s­ 
portation to the m ints.

Beyond 
this there was no reference to the Cu> 
ban question, except In the reference to 
ttie sub-conm ittee of the various Cu­ 
ban resolutions Introduced recently. The 
Bull referred to in the resolution Is 
aot Dr. Ruls, killed a t a suburb of H a- 
r u m , whose case ha« attracted m uch 
Attention, 
but Is Colonel 
Ruls, the 
Spanish officer a t H avana who Is said 
to have gone under a flag of truce to 
■ leet the Insurgents and urge them to 
accept autonom y. 
A fter entering the 
tnsurgent lines his proffer of autonom y 
was rejected and he was executed by 
•rd e r of the Insurgent commander. 


The case has not been taken up In 
•ongress before, and It Is said th a t the 
Inquiry will present the transaction In a 
sew light. 
Although several mem bers 
• f the com m ittee Insisted th a t the Cu­ 
ban topic had not been touched upon 
except In the adoption of this reso­ 
lution, others attached considerable sig- 
•Iflcance to inquiries by one of the Re­ 
publican members, Smith of Michigan,

POINTS OF THE REVENUE BILL 


That the Illinois Senate Thinks W ill Do 
for That SUte, 


Springfield. Ills.. Jan. 22.—The princi­ 
pal provisions of the revenue bill passed 
by the senate yesterday are: In counties 
not under tow nship organization the 
county treasurer shall be ex-ofllclo the 
county 
assessor. 
In 
counties 
under 
township organization. Cook county ex­ 
cepted, the county treasurer shall be 
ex-ofllcio the supervisor of assessm ents. 
The general assessm ent shall be made 
on May 1. 1899, and every fourth year 
thereafter. 
Assessors shall each Inter­ 
vening year assess all the real property 
which shall become taxable and is not on 
the general assessm ent, and m ake Just 
additions to or reductions from the a s­ 
sessm ent of property already assessed. 
Personal property is to be assessed an- 
nuaNy on the 1st day of M arch. The 
property owner is required to m ake out 
and 
sign 
a printed 
blank 
schedule 
and make oath to the correctness of the 
same. 


Real and personal propertty shall be 
assessed one-fifth of its ‘‘fair cash val­ 
ue.” The office of tow nship assessor is 
retained in all the counties of the state. 
Including Cook. 


A board of review is provieded for 
counties under township organization of 
less than 200,000 inhabitants. 
In coun­ 
ties not under township organization 
the board of county commissioners shall 
constitute the board of review. In Cook 
county the board of review consists of 
three m em bers to be elected by the peo­ 
ple. The passage of this bill was all the 
business done by the legislature yester­ 
day.
